2020-110, rescinding her Safer 
at Home order and moving 
the entire state to phase four 
of the MI Safe Start Plan.

Bottle deposit returns to phase back in 


The Treasury issued a No- 
tice Regarding Phased 
Reestablishment of Michi- 
gan’s Bottle Deposit Return 
Program. Beginning June 
15, 2020, some retailers must 
reopen their bottle return fa- 
cilities and resume the col- 
lection of returnable 
beverage containers and re- 
fund of customer bottle de- 
posits. This applies to 
retailers with bottle return 
facilities located at the front 
of the store or housed ina 
separate area and serviced 
exclusively by reverse vend- 
ing machines requiring min- 


imal or no person-to-person 
contact. 

Retailers reopening their 
bottle return facilities must 
ensure those facilities com- 
ply with all state-mandated 
safety protocols and restric- 
tions, including the most re- 
cent state-mandated 
safeguards to protect work- 
ers. 

In addition, retailers may 
take any or all of the follow- 
ing steps: 

- Limit the number of bev- 
erage containers that may be 
returned by a single individ- 
ual per day to a deposit re-

fund amount of $25, pur- 
suant to MCL 445.572(10). 


- Establish special or lim- 


ited hours of operation for 
bottle return facilities. 


- Limit the number of 


available and operating re- 
verse vending machines. 


- Periodically close bottle 


deposit facilities as needed 
for cleaning and supply 
management. 


- Implement such other 


procedures or restrictions as 
each retailer may determine 
are necessary or advisable to 
promote safety and/or effi- 
ciency. 


- During this initial phase, 
retailers must limit the vol- 
ume of weekly returned bev- 
erage containers to no more 
than 140 percent of their av- 
erage weekly collection vol- 
ume for the period April and 
May 2019. 

Consumers have the op- 
tion of recycling their re- 
turnable beverage 
containers if they choose not 
to return them to a bottle de- 
posit redemption facility. 

Treasury will issue fur- 
ther guidance regarding ad-

Theater will shine again! 


For the last 18 months a 
small group of community 
members have worked 
closely with Richard 
Bergman, owner of the 
Boyne City Taproom and the 
Boyne Theater, to find a new 
way to help bring the theater 
back to life. Bergman has a 
deep desire to restore the 
theater. He sees it not only 
as a benefit to his adjoining 
businesses but to the entire 
Boyne community. The 
Boyne City Main Street pro- 
gram shares his vision and 
his belief. Bergman recalls 
going to the Boyne Theater 
as a boy, and grew up hear- 
ing stories of his grandfa- 
ther seeing Harry Houdini 
perform there. 

Bergman invested thou- 
sands of dollars and count- 
less hours consulting with 
experts and researching op- 
tions to reopen the theater. 
Ultimately, he decided that 
to give the theater its best 
chance for success it should 
transition to those who can 
more directly focus on mak- 
ing the theater’s reopening a 
reality. On May 30th Boyne 
City Main Street purchased 
the theater for $350,000. 
Boyne City Main Street’s 
mission includes economic 
vitality and historic preser- 
vation which will, over time, 
realize the shared vision. 
Bergman is providing all of 
his research and plans to 
support the project. The City 
of Boyne City, acting in con- 
cert with Boyne City Main 
Street, purchased the adjoin- 
ing parking lot north of the 
theater for $150,000. That lot 
and its 20 spaces are now 
fully open to serve the pub- 
lic. The effort to reopen the 
theater will take an esti- 
mated 3 to 5 years and a pre- 
liminary estimate of about 
$2.1 million to complete. 

“We are very excited to 
partner with Michelle Cor- 
tright and the Boyne The- 
ater Revival Team to 
transition this wonderful 
historic asset to a new com- 
munity- owned facility. This 
transition will move this 
project forward to a new fu- 
ture of an operating theater 
again. The grants and abate- 
ments afforded to non-profit 
organizations will allow this 
project to move forward 
more effectively and with a 
great team to set the new di- 
rection. Congratulations to 
the Boyne Theater Revival 
Team and Boyne City Main 
Street for a great new initia- 
tive for Boyne City,” 
Bergman said. 

Boyne City Main Street 
has long seen the rebirth of 
the Boyne Theater as a key 
element in the long-term 
success for the community. 
A previous Boyne City Main 
Street plan from years ago

shared the vision that a key 
element of a successful 
downtown was ‘The lights of 
the Boyne Theater shining 
again!’ That vision has now 
taken a first major step for- 
ward with the purchase of 
the property. 

Boyne City Mayor Tom 
Neidhamer shared his 
thoughts regarding the the- 
ater: “Boyne City has a very 
significant longtime emo- 
tional and historical rela- 
tionship with our downtown 
theater. This acquisition is 
the first step for our commu- 
nity to have the opportunity 
to become involved in the 
economic redevelopment of 
our theater, create an eco- 
nomic engine in our down- 
town, and encourage the 
historic preservation of a 
landmark. In my opinion, 
this is a wise long term in- 
vestment. This commitment 
is a testimony to our com- 
munity’s resolve and past 
successes. Yes, we can do 
this!” 

The roots of the Theater 
run long and deep in the 
Boyne community. The orig- 
inal building was con- 
structed in 1903 by C.I. 
Bellamy as the Bellamy 
Opera House, owned by 
William J. Garland. It was 
renovated into a theater in 
1915-1916. In 1926 the build- 
ing was acquired by Mr. 
Heaton and renamed the 
Boyne Theater. Another re- 
modeling was completed in 
1938, and featured a seating 
capacity of 578. For decades 
movies were shown, and 
later a dance club was 
added. A second story was 
constructed in 1994 as a club 
room, and the auditorium 
was split into two theaters. 
During the 1990s the small 
theater space was used as an 
adult theater. The Boyne 
Theater operated until 2003 
and has been closed since 
that time. The theater is a 
contributing structure to 
downtown Boyne City’s list- 
ing on the National Register 
of Historic Places. It has 
been the site of many local 
and school performances. 
Many memories have been 
made there. 

Laura Krizov, Manager, 
Michigan Main Street Pro- 
gram at the Michigan Eco- 
nomic Development 
Corporation, has been along- 
side Boyne City since the 


Main Street program took 
shape. “This project is key in 
the continued efforts to revi- 
talize downtown. The Boyne 
City Main Street Program 
focuses on fulfilling the eco- 
nomic development and his- 
toric preservation values 
that are important to the 
work of Main Street,” she 
said. 

Michelle Cortright took 
her son Michael to his first 
movie at the Boyne Theater. 
“We went to see The Lion 
King and he sat on my lap, 
enthralled. Such a precious 
memory,” she said. 

City Manager Michael 
Cain had another type of 
memory however, one of op- 
portunities missed. 

“Our family had just 
moved to Boyne and I was 
thinking how great it would 
be for our four girls to go 
and see movies there. Our 
oldest was in 6th grade and 
the youngest in preschool. 
Jillian, our youngest, is 
graduating from High 
School this month. For all 
my girls, and most of their 
Boyne City classmates, the 
Boyne Theater has always 
been dark and not the safe 
local option for hometown 
fun and memories they 
could have had. This is our 
best chance to turn that 
around and create a new 
economic draw right here in 
Boyne City.” 

For years, several owners 
of the theater had hopes to 
reopen it. About a decade 
ago there was a very serious 
and productive Main Street 
and community effort to ac- 
quire and restore the the- 
ater. Under the direction of 
then-Main Street Manager 
Hugh Conklin, and local 
event producer Bill Aten, 
they worked with then- 
owner Paul Mitchell to do- 
nate the theater to the 
community. Community vol- 
unteers cleaned out nearly a 
decade’s worth of accumu- 
lated odds and ends. A draft 
agreement between the par- 
ties with drafted in 2012. 
However, those plans did not 
work out when the adjacent 
Thirsty Goat restaurant 
closed and the properties, in- 
cluding the theater and 
parking lot, were put up for 
sale together. That cycle has 
repeated itself several times, 
under various owners, since 
the theater closed. 


However, during that ear- 
lier theater effort Boyne City 
Main Street learned a lot 
and made good connections. 
Visits made to other north- 
ern Michigan theaters have 
underscored the positive im- 
pact theaters have on their 
communities, both socially 
and economically. Such im- 
pacts can readily be seen at 
the Vogue in Manistee, the 
State in Traverse City and 
the nearby successful the- 
aters in Charlevoix and Har- 
bor Springs. 

“Boyne City Main Street 
has always strived to assist 
in the preservation of his- 
toric buildings, as reflected 
in years of goal planning 
sessions. A planning session 
from almost a decade ago 
listed multiple key buildings 
in the downtown to preserve, 
including the Boyne Theater. 
With the purchase of the 
theater we can now finally 
check the last building on 
that list off, and get to work 
on restoration and revival,” 
said Rob Swartz, Boyne City 
Main Street Chairman. 

Now that reoccurring 
cycle has been broken and a 
new path forward can be 
charted. The restaurant can 
move forward without the 
burden of the closed theater 
and the theater can move 
forward on its own. Finding 
the right recipe for the the- 
ater’s success is now Boyne 
City Main Street’s top prior- 
ity. 

Boyne City Main Street 
Executive Director Kelsie 
King-Duff has community 
theater experience from her 
prior role with the City of 
Allegan’s Regent Theatre. 

“T’ve been able to see first- 
hand the impact a commu- 
nity theater can have ona 
downtown. The revival of 
the Boyne Theater is going 
to serve as a catalyst for the 
future of downtown Boyne 
City. This will be another 
project to that will make our 
community proud!” she said. 

While it will likely take 
several years for the Boyne 
Theater to open, a first prior- 
ity will be to get the marquee 
lights shining again as a 
symbol of what is to come. 
During this time, looking 
ahead with hope and vision 
is just what we need. The 
Boyne Theater is now owned 
by the Boyne City commu- 
nity and its’ future is up to 
us.

Off with free virtual air and 
space summer camps 


Just because students 
can’t travel far this summer 
doesn’t mean that the sky’s 
the limit. With the Michigan 
Air and Space Virtual Sum- 
mer Camp program, up to 
one-hundred Northeast 
Michigan students will 
learn about living on Mars, 
drone racing, astronaut 
training, and many other 
topics from the comfort of 
their homes. And after the 
successful launch of the 
joint NASA/SpaceX mission 
to the International Space 
Station, interest in space ex- 
ploration is at an all-time 
high. 

The Michigan Space 
Grant Consortium awarded 
MiSTEM Network Region 12 
$15,000 for virtual summer 
camps for students in grades 
3-12. The Northeast MiS- 
TEM network will provide 
match funds and camp 
provider Wings Over the 
Rockies Air and Space Mu- 
seum in Denver, Colorado 
matched that grant through 
their SOAR program for un- 
derserved student groups. 
Camp scholarships will be 
awarded to eligible students 
so that there is no cost to 
campers. 

“Tt’s a one-of-a-kind op- 
portunity provided by 
NASA’s Space Grant Con- 
sortium to reach students 
who might someday be the 
first humans to walk on 
Mars,” said Laura Percival, 
MiSTEM Network Regional 
Director. “Camps are tai- 
lored for 3rd through 5th 
graders, 6th through 8th 


graders, and also for high 
school students.” 

Since the camps are of- 
fered virtually this summer, 
campers will receive kits in 
the mail with everything 
they need to build, engineer, 
and problem solve. “We have 
hosted summer camps for 
Colorado students for many 
years but are excited to 
work with Michigan stu- 
dents for the first time in a 
virtual format” said Wings 
Over the Rockies Education 
Director April Lanotte. 
“With Michigan’s aerospace 
employers and proposed 
new satellite launch facility, 
it’s a great time to learn 
about aviation and aero- 
space.” 

To participate in the vir- 
tual program, students will 
need a computer, laptop, or 
tablet to use at home, anda 
reliable internet connection. 
Parents will apply for a 
scholarship on behalf of 
their child, and if selected, 
will sign up for camp 
through Wings Over the 
Rockies directly.

Free “Quarantine Care Kits” provided for people 


who need to stay 


To make life easier on fam- 
ilies who need to stay home 
during the pandemic, Michi- 
gan families who participate 
in the Supplemental Nutri- 
tion Assistance Program 
(SNAP) soon will be able to 
buy their food online from 
two national retailers. In ad- 
dition, the state is also rolling 
out “quarantine care kits” 
with essential goods for fami- 
lies with low and moderate 
incomes who are in quaran- 
tine or isolation. 

The Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) announced 
today that the state expects to 
have the online purchase op- 
tion available before the end 
of this week. Michigan re- 
ceived approval from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
Food and Nutrition Service 
to allow SNAP recipients to 
redeem their food assistance 
benefits at Amazon.com and 
Walmart.com. 

“Before and since the 
COVID-19 pandemic, we’ve 
worked hard to make it eas- 
ier for Michiganders to use 
food aid,” said MDHHS Direc- 
tor Robert Gordon. “Now 
that families can order gro- 
ceries online using their EBT 
cards, it’ll be easier for them 
to put food on the table. This 
is especially important for 
the people who most need to 
stay home — those who are 
COVID positive, who are re- 
cent close contacts of per- 
sons who are positive, or who 
are vulnerable to COVID due 
to age or underlying medical 
conditions.” 

Once online purchasing is 
activated today at 3 p.m. for 
Amazon and beginning Fri- 
day for Walmart, people who 
receive food assistance will

be able to go to the Amazon 
and Walmart websites and 
use their Electronic Benefits 
Transaction cards — known 
in Michigan as Bridge Cards 
—for purchases of eligible 
food items just as one would 
use a credit or debit card for 
an online purchase. 

Any delivery fee cannot be 
paid for using SNAP benefits. 
Curbside pickup is available 
at Walmart to avoid a deliv- 
ery fee. Amazon currently is 
offering free delivery for or- 
ders over $35. Anyone who 
has cash assistance benefits 
loaded onto their Bridge 
Card will not be able to use 
the cash benefits for online 
purchases. Women, Infants 
and Children (WIC) benefits 
also cannot be used for on- 
line purchases. 

MDHHS expedited efforts 
for approval of online pur- 
chases when the state was 
impacted by COVID-19. 

In April, more than 1.4 mil- 
lion Michigan residents re-

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Mackinac Bridge’s MacPass windshield 
Stickers remain free until July 1 


The Mackinac Bridge’s 
MacPass toll system wind- 
shield-mounted stickers 
that allow a quicker, touch- 
free crossing are still free to 
account holders, but only 
until July 1. Stickers will 
cost $1 each starting July 1. 
Passenger vehicle MacPass 
accounts require an initial 
deposit of $80 and a $7 one- 
time set-up fee; commercial 
accounts require a $200 de- 
posit and the same $7 one- 
time set-up fee. 

“We've heard from so 
many customers who love 
the new system, from the 
convenience of not needing 
to roll down their window 
and stop to scan their Mac- 
Pass card, to the automatic 
refill feature available 
through the website,” said 
Mackinac Bridge Authority 
(MBA) Executive Secretary 
Kim Nowack. “During the 
COVID-19 pandemic, the 
MacPass offers the quickest 
transaction time anda 
touch-free toll paying expe- 
rience.” 

The stickers, which are 
automatically scanned 
when drivers pull up to the 
toll booth, were introduced 
in September 2019 as part of 
the MBA’s new toll software 
system. MacPass account 
holders, along with new cus- 
tomers, have been rapidly 
switching from the MacPass 
cards to the new stickers. 

Until further notice, due 
to the COVID-19 pandemic, 
Mackinac Bridge customers 
will need to pay witha 
credit or debit card, or use a 
MacPass card or windshield 
sticker. If drivers wish to 
pay with credit or debit 
cards, the toll collector will 
hold the credit card device 
out to the driver so they can 
insert their card. Drivers 
will not need to hand their 
cards to the toll collector. 


Other payment types on 
phones, including Google 
Pay and Apple Pay, also are 
accepted. 

Customers are encour- 
aged to visit the MacPass 
website at https://Mac- 
Pass.MackinacBridge.org to 
sign up for an account and 
receive stickers in the mail. 
Anyone can open a MacPass 
account, which allows for 
online deposits and transac- 
tion information. MacPass 
customers can use toll lanes 
designated for MacPass by 
the overhead signs, or any 
open lane. Drivers should 
still watch for toll collectors 
and customers walking 
across lanes. 

Though the MacPass is 
not exclusively for com- 
muter customers, MacPass 
holders with passenger ve- 
hicles can still qualify for 
the commuter discount toll 
if they make both a north- 
bound and southbound trip 
within 36 hours. The toll 
will be $4 for the first trip 
but customers will not be 
charged for the return trip 
if completed within 36 
hours. 

MacPass is the only 
tolling transponder cur- 
rently in use at the Mack- 
inac Bridge; I-Pass, E-ZPass, 
SunPass, etc., though simi- 
lar, are not accepted. Sur- 
veys have shown that few 
Mackinac Bridge customers 
currently use other tolling 
transponders. 

Customers who already 
have a MacPass account can 
still use their cards through 
the end of 2020. Current 
MacPass account holders do 
not need to open a new ac- 
count to get a sticker.

Rep. Bergman, Colleagues Urge 
Gov. Whitmer to Use Federal 
Dollars to Help Local Governments 


Washington - Today, Rep. 
Jack Bergman led Members 
of the Michigan Congres- 
sional delegation in a letter 
to Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer regarding the State’s 
use of the federal Coron- 
avirus Relief Fund. A recent 
study by the National 
League of Cities found that 
thirty-two states, including 
Michigan, are withholding 
Coronavirus Relief Fund re- 
sources from most local gov- 
ernments. 

The Members are con- 
cerned that Michigan’s use 
of funds provided through 
federal dollars aren’t being 
appropriately distributed to 
the county and municipal 
governments across the 
State helping to fight coron- 
avirus. For example, the 
Members noted that the 
State has provided hazard 
pay to state police, but the 
local law enforcement offi- 
cers have not been allowed 
this same opportunity. 

The letter said in part, 
"We write to request infor- 
mation on how the State of 
Michigan has allocated fed- 
eral resources through the 
Coronavirus Relief Fund es- 
tablished in the Coronavirus 


Distributed to Boyne City, East Jordan, Charlevoix, 
Boyne Falls, Walloon Lake, Ellsworth and Atwood. 
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Aid, Relief, and Economic 
Security Act (“CARES Act”). 
As the federal government 
continues to work with 
Michigan on efforts to ad- 
dress the impact of the coro- 
navirus, we are interested to 
know how and where these 
funds have been deployed 
throughout the State." 

The Members continued, 
"Aside from the five Michi- 
gan localities that were eligi- 
ble for direct funding, it is 
our understanding that 
Michigan has access to $3.08 
billion in Coronavirus Relief 
Fund resources. The full al- 
location to the State, includ- 
ing the five large localities 
totals $3.8 billion. With 
these considerations in 
mind, we ask that you pro- 
vide an outline of your plan 
to use the Coronavirus Re- 
lief Fund. 

"In many parts of the 
State, our county and mu- 
nicipal governments have 
taken on a significant role in 
confronting the spread of 
the coronavirus. This has 
led to increased and un- 
planned costs for govern- 
ments already operating on 
thin margins, and are now 
seeing a substantial de- 
crease in revenue. Addi- 
tional transfers of 
Coronavirus Relief Funds by 
the State to our local govern- 
ments could be used to cover 
unforeseen expenses, like 
hazard pay for local law offi- 
cers. While we are thankful 
Michigan has provided state 
police with hazard pay; 
county sheriffs, correctional 
officers in county jails, and 
other local law enforcement 
have not been afforded this 
same assistance from the 
State. We request that you 
provide an explanation for 
why the State has not facili- 
tated hazard pay, such as 
through the Coronavirus Re- 
lief Fund, for these police 
and their families."

Lots 
of people think other folks 
would be fine, and all their 
problems would be solved, if 
they just had more money. 
That’s not generally the 
case. You need to ask your- 
self if giving this young 
man a bunch of cash would 
really, truly help him. More 
than likely, the answer is no. 

You obviously love this 
kid, and you’ve got a gener- 
ous heart. But under the cir- 
cumstances, it might be a 
good idea to attach a few 
strings to any cash. Don’t 
make him jump through a 
bunch of hoops for no rea- 
son, though. I’m talking 
about teachable moment- 
type things that will help 
train and educate him to 
handle his finances in a 
more responsible and pro- 
ductive way. 

There are lots of paths 
you could take. You might 
require that he start living 
on a written, monthly 
budget, that the two of you 
go over together for the first 
few months.

KITCHEN 


Look carefully at the appli- 
ances, cabinetry, counters and 
floor.

Brady Hunter earns his commercial pilot license

In less than one year after 
earning his “visual flight 
rules” (VFR), pilots license, 
(June 12, 2019), Brady Hunter 
passed both his oral and 
flight exams to earn his sin- 
gle engine commercial pilot 
license last week (May 23rd), 
making the most of his time 
off from school due to the 
Covid-19 pandemic. But it 
was not as easy a path as one 
might think. 

Once a pilot earns his VFR, 
a lot of “hours” in the air are 
required to first earn your 
“instrument flight Condi- 


tions” (IFC) license. A single 
engine commercial rating li- 
cense takes a minimum of 
250 hours to be exact. In 
Northern Michigan, not only 
does the weather sometimes 
not accommodate flying, but 
Hunter was also occupied as 
a full-time student at Gaylord 
St. Mary earning many aca- 
demic and athletic accolades. 
Additionally, Hunter was 
named the 2020 St. Mary 
salutatorian for his work in 
the classroom and was the 
area’s most decorated athlete 
earning all state honors in 3 
sports, (football, basketball 
and baseball); playing quar-

terback, point guard and cen- 
terfield respectively. 

When Brady announced 
that he was attending Embry 
Riddle Aeronautical Univer- 
sity (a D2 University) earlier 
this year in Daytona Beach, 
Florida, one might have 
thought that Hunter might be 
playing one of their 19 var- 
sity sports-they do not have a 
football program, but they do 
play basketball and baseball 
there, but Hunter had other 
plans of becoming a commer- 
cial airline pilot like his fa- 
ther Jeff. 

Brady certainly would 
have done well in furthering 
his sports career, such as bas- 
ketball at the next level, and 
with all of his recent success 
in baseball and football (in- 
cluding being named the 
Weekly Choice Player of the 
Year in both Football and 
Baseball), coaches from the 
next level had to be calling. 
However, in the end, his 
heart was set on becoming a 
pilot. 

Hunter earned the Presi- 
dential Scholarship at St. 
Mary and is continuing his 
“online” classes at North 
Central Michigan College 
while also taking classes re- 
motely at ERAU from Florida 
in order to earn his Bache- 
lors Degree, while at the 
same time flying locally here 
in Gaylord. Brady is sched- 
uled to take his “Multi-En- 
gine Commercial” test June 
13th. If he passes, not only 
can he fly mufti-engine air- 
craft, he will also earn an 
extra bonus, a position with 
North Country Aviation here 
in Gaylord. 

Brady’s dad Jeff said that 
coaching Brady in sports is a 
lot like teaching him to fly, 
“You give him your knowl- 
edge, and by practicing that 
knowledge you get better and 


MHSAA Updates on Summer 
Activity & Re-Opening Guidance 


The Michigan High School 
Athletic Association issued 
guidelines last week on when 
and how Michigan schools 
may resume as a guide to re- 
turn to sports activities. The 
guidelines were issued by 
Mark Uyl, Executive Director 
of MHSAA. 

We have two updates re- 
garding summer activity that 
can be put into categories of 
“when” and “how.” The 
“when” question continues to 
be fluid based on direction 
from state government lead- 
ership, but we do have an up- 
dated timeline to share. The 
“how” activity can be re- 
opened is outlined in the 
guidance document. Even 
though this guidance cannot 
be implemented until after 
June 12 at the earliest under 
the current “Safer-at-Home” 
order, we wanted schools to 
have this information so that 
local discussion, communica- 
tion and planning can occur 
now for future activity. 


THE “WHEN” UPDATE: 


The state’s current “Safer- 
at-Home” order runs through 
Friday, June 12. There can be 
no use of any school facilities 
(indoor and outdoor) and 
there can be no organized on- 
site athletic activity, includ- 
ing conditioning or 
competition, until the cur- 
rent stay-at-home order ex- 
pires or is lifted by Governor 
Whitmer. When the stay-at- 
home order expires or is 
lifted (or other government 
action takes place in the 
meantime), the return-to-ac- 
tivity recommendations may 
be implemented locally by 
school district leadership, 
provided the district declares 
its facilities open to students 
and staff and the 2019-20 
school year has ended for 
that district (based on its last 
originally scheduled school 
day). Again, under the cur- 
rent order, activity cannot 
take place until expiration of 
that order on June 12. 


At the present time, the 
only activity allowed contin- 
ues to be individual, outdoor 
recreational activity includ- 
ing walking, hiking, running, 
etc. (as announced in Execu- 
tive Order 2020-96). If this 
type of individual condition- 
ing activity takes place with 
more than one person pres- 
ent, it must be in groups of 
fewer than 10 people with so- 
cial distancing followed, and 
the activity cannot involve 
school coaches or be school- 
sponsored, nor can it occur at 
any school facility (indoor or 
outdoor) until at least June 
12. For example, a coach 
could remotely provide a con- 
ditioning workout plan toa 
student to complete on his or 
her own, but a coach cannot 
be onsite directing or super- 
vising any activity until the 
current order expires on 
June 12. 

Voluntary, virtual (not in- 
person or onsite) communica- 
tion and instruction from 
coaches to any number of 
students is permitted under 
MHSAA rules in all sports 
during the summer. Many 
coaches are conducting vir- 
tual team meetings to teach 
team strategies, offensive & 
defensive concepts and shar- 
ing video; this type of com- 
munication can continue 
with unlimited numbers of 
students through the sum- 
mer. 

As state government con- 
tinues to announce changes, 
dates and plans for re-open- 
ing parts of our state, we will 
continue to communicate 
with you as these actions im- 
pact school sports. Our plan 
is to provide further updates 
to member schools on impor- 
tant dates and timelines dur- 
ing these fluid, changing 
times. 


THE “HOW” UPDATE: 

The following 
“MHSAA/NFHS Guidance 
for Re-Opening School 
Sports” document is based on 


direction provided by the 
MHSAA and National Feder- 
ation of State High School 
Associations’ (NFHS) Sports 
Medicine Advisory Commit- 
tees, in addition to reopening 
plans provided by the Michi- 
gan and federal governments 
and recommendations from 
the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC). 
Concepts from the United 
States Olympic & Paralympic 
Committee were also con- 
sulted. 

The MHSAA/NFHS plan 
recommends a three step 
process to returning to full 
athletic participation, and 
each step outlines actions to 
be taken in five major areas: 
pre-workout/contest screen- 
ing of athletes and coaches 
for sickness, limitations on 
the number of participants 
who may be involved ina 
gathering, proper cleaning of 
facilities, the use of equip- 
ment during activity, and 
best practices for keeping 
participants safely hydrated. 
The plan also places sports 
into categories based on risk 
for transmitting the virus 
(low/moderate/high), with 
adjusted return-to-activity 
steps based on that level of 
risk. This is an initial 
roadmap for schools to use 
when we are able to return to 
activity. Know that schools 
will be allowed to move from 
step to step based on the size 
of groups allowed locally by 
government and health de- 
partment officials. Step 1 be- 
gins with a limit of 10 people, 
and schools will possibly 
move to the next steps as 
those limits are increased. 
Again, we remind you that 
this guidance cannot be im- 
plemented until after June 12 
at the earliest under the cur- 
rent “Safer-at-Home” order. 

The one thing we have 
learned over the past 10 
weeks is that change is con- 
stant, and we will continue to 
communicate with you as 
things continue to develop 
over the coming weeks.

Brady has flown all over 
Michigan to get his hours, in- 
cluding Frankfort, Traverse 
City, Grand Rapids and one 
of his favorite destinations, 
Mackinac Island. Some of his 
out of state destinations in- 
clude Indiana, Ohio, Iowa 
and Colorado. Hunter is 2 
years ahead of when his fa- 


ther earned his pilot’s li- 
cense, but the elder Hunter 
went on to play college sports 
prior to receiving his.
